volumes. 

The Governor then expressed his sense of 
the personal honor of the interview and his 
profound respect, though he is not a Catholic, 
for the enlightened statesmanship, the purity 
of character, and the earnest seeking for the 
uplifting of all humanity shown by the Su- 
preme Pontiff during the twenty-five years 
his Pontificate. 

He then touched upon the questions which 
have arisen in the Philippines through the 
change of sovereignty, which it seemed wise 
to settle by a conference between the church 
and the State. He pointed out that the 
separation of all the interests of church and 
State in the Philippines was absolutely neces- 
gary under the American constitution, but 
said that this did not indicate hostility om the 
part of Washington toward the Catholic 
Church orany other.

Washington, D. 0. June 5.—[Special. Lab 
authority that is enttrely trustworthy it can 
be announced that Henry O. Havemeyer, 
President of the sugar trust, John D. Rock- 
efeller, and other financiers closely asso- 
clated with them have been quietly buying 
up stock in the large beet sugar companies 
in the country, and that they now practically 
control this industry. 

It is said that not until Congress definitely 
settles the Cuban reciprocity question will 
any formal ownership or control of the beet 
sugar business in the United States by the 
Havemeyer-Rockefeller people be made. 

The reason for this is obvious, and the Im- 
portant bearing the transaction has on the 
Cuban reciprocity struggle in Congress is 
too plain to need elaborate explanation: Ap- 
parently few members of either. branch of 
Congress are aware of the deal that has been 
going on in sugar, while they have been 
grappling with the probem of how to aid 
the economic situation in Cuba. 

When they learn the real truth the sup- 
porters of the administration's Cuban policy 
will understand for the first time what it is 
that has been making their task so difficult. 


Why Senators Are Evasive. 


They will doubtless also understand the 
reason for the mystery of so many Senators, 
as well as Representatives, with respect to 
the Cuban reciprocity proposition. 

This, of course, does not mean that any 
Senator or any Representative has delib- 
erately deceived the friends of the proposi- 
tion as to his attitude. It means merely that 
just about the time many members of Con- 
gress had formed their judgment as to the 
merits of the proposition powerful pressure 
unexpectedly was brought to bear on them 
from home either wholly to abandon their 
position of hold in abeyance their judgment 
until eonvincing reasons could be shown 
why they should withhold active support 
from the movement for straight reciprocity. 

Persons acquainted with the temperament 
of Congress can on this theory account for 
the actiohs of Representatives and Senators 
who usually are frank and outspoken on 
every important legislative proposition, and 
whose views nearly invariably forecast their 
action on every measure. 

Not for a long time has any situation in 
Congress been so full of contradictions and 
uncertainttes as has this reciprocity busi- 
ness. Today a Senator has been for reci- 
procity, tomorrow he has been for the rebate 
plan, the next day he has been wholly op- 


posed to any tariff legislation for Cuba. 


Interest in Beet Sugar. 
The sugar trust's purchase of beet sugar 
factories in various parts of the country has 
contributed more to the complication of the 


Few members of either branch of Congress 
probably are aware of the sugar trust's di- 
rect and immediate interest in the beet root 
industry, and when they find out about it the 
sugar trust will feel the weight of this un- 
popularity. 

In other words, it is believed that, with a 
few exceptions, the men who are now most 
assertive in their opposition to a reciprocity 
treaty with Cuba will quickly reverse their 
course and enthusiastically support the 
President's contention that the United States 
should make tariff concessions to Cuba. 


Havemeyer May Admit It. 

It is firmly believed that if the subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Committee on Relations 
with Cuba, which is now investigating the 
charge made by Senator Teller of Colorado 
that the Sugar trust owns the bulk of this 
year’s sugar crop, will again call Henry O. 
Havemeyer before it and examine him on 
the question of the purchase by himself and 
associates of controlling interests in beet- 
sugar enterprises, it will be developed that 
what is here stated is substantially correct. 

When Mr. Havemeyer was before the com- 
mittee twice last month, no question touch- 
ing on his financial interest in the beet-root 
business was asked, and it is said by those 
who know Mr. Havemeyer best that if he 
had been questioned on this point he would 
have teld frankly and fully of his efforts 
to absorb in the Sugar trust the majority 
of the beet-root refineries in the country. 

That he is determined still to remain mas- 
ter of the sugar business in the United States 
is not doubted by anybody who knows him,

State's Win File an Action To- 
day Charging That the Compantes 
in the Organization Have Banded . 
Together te Control Rates and Re- ;

tion of “Ironclad” Rules. ; 


A bombshell was exploded in Chicago fire | 


insurance circles last night when it was 
announced from Springfield that Attorney 
General H. J. Hamlin would bring suit to- 
day against members of the Western Insur- 
ance union, charging conspiracy. 

The suit, which will be in the form of an 
application for an injunction, will be filed 
in Belleville. It will charge that the 110 
companies in the Western union have band- 
ed together to control rates and that the 
combination is in violation of the State anti- 
trust law. 

| Heavy Fines Alleged. 

Mr. Hamlin is said to have affidavits from 
two members of the Western union setting 
forth that a fine of $1,000 is imposed on mem- 
bers for any violation of the “ ironclad.-’”’ 
agreements which are said to exist. 

Charles W. Thomas will represent the 
Attorney General in the suit, and M. F. 
Zent, an insurance agent of Belleville, will 
be named as the principal defendant. It 
will be alleged that Zent, as representative 
of the Western union in St. Clair, Clinton, 
‘and Madison Counties, had power to fix 
all rates of insurance in these territories, 
thereby suppressing all competition between 
companies.”’ 

It is said that if the suit fs successful a 
similar action will be filed in Cook County. 


Risk Men Profess Surprise. 

Chicago fire insurance managers d 
last night that the suit was a complete sur- 
prise. Some were inclined to think that fhe 
controversy with Nelson Morris might have 
something to do with the suit. A number 
of the companies canceled their insurance 
on the A. M. Rothschild store because of its’ 
action in bringing suit against them in the 
Kane County Court under the policies cover- |} 
ing the section of the store which collapsed 
last September, and on which the evans 
denied liability. 

Mr. Morris, who is the principal Gerner or 
the store, was held responsible by some of | 
the companies, and they retaliated by can- 
celing their insurance on his packing plants. 
As he had been unable to get as much insur- 
ance as he needed before, the matter became 
serious and he appealed for relief to the 
State Insurance department. 


Morris Charges a Conspiracy. 

Insurance Superintendent Yates sent Louls 
Cleveland, his chief clerk, to Chicago to in- 
terview the managers, who met Mr. Cleve- 
land with the statement that they hada right 
to say who they wouldand who they would 
not insure. Mr. Morris then declared that 
the companies had entered into a conspiracy 
to deprive him of insurance, and wanted 
them prosecuted along that une. 

In the last few days the cancellations have 
Increased, partly because of the publicity 
given Mr. Morris’ attempt to invoke the aid 
of the Insurance department and partly be- 
cause the Stock- Yards strike made such lines 
especially undesirable.

New Orleans, La., June 5.—[Special.}]—The

witnesses to answer questions and to produce 
documents. 

The grand jury was desirous of finding out 
from agents and managers of meat packing 
firms what were the prices at which the 
goods were sold; what books had been taken 
from the office of F. T. Murphy Saturday, 
May 31, 1902; what combinations existed 
among the dealers in fresh meats for the

day to appear before the grand jury, and 
who have not obeyed the summons. The 
witnesses would not answer the questions, 
alleging that they might criminate them 
selves, and gave the same reasons when

Jury Appeals to Court. 

The grand jury appealed to the court and 
the Judge was asked for his decision as to 
whether or not the witnesses should be com- 
pelled to obey. The report recites in so 
many words that E. M. Heart, a local em- 
ployé of Swift & Co., declined to answer 
questions put to him, on the ground that he 
might criminate himself. David Sieve- 
wright, local manager for Swift & Co.;: B.

Fight Before Strength Ils

The packing- houses of Chicago are prepar- 
ing to introduce more modern methods into 
their system of meat delivery for city trade. 
They will use the railway lines. | : 
The determination to change the system 
is not the outcome of the strike which was 
settled yesterday morning, but, it is now 
known, was one ot the direct causes of that 
strike. In the recent struggle the scheme 
was given a thorough and successful test. 
Once in effect, the packers will require but 
one-fourth of the present force of drivers. 


Present Method Antiquated. 

The present method used to get meat from 
the Union Stock-Yards to the various dis- 
tributing depots about the city has long been 
regarded as inconvenient and slow. The 
packers say the cost has been heavy and the 
risk of spoiling the meat through heat and 
exposure great., So antiquated is the use of 
teams and drivers, they say, that they placed 
each of their distributing depots in the city 
near a railroad switch on some line connect- 
ed with the Belt system, 
But until forced by the strikers to use the 
railroads the packers had not attempted se- 
riously to carry out their plan. | 
It takes a team on the average six hours to 
move a load of meat on an ordinary trip from 
the Stock-Yards five miles to the down- 
town district, and to make deliveries at the 
city depots. During that time the driver is 
in full charge, being under bonds of from $500 
to $2,500 to see that no harm comes to the 
goods. Under the new system the meat is 
to be placed in iced cars at the packing- 
houses and carried at the railroad’s risk to 
the depots. At no time, it is said, will it be 
exposed for many minutes. | 
Pian Successful in the East. | 

In the East the packers have used this

Satisfies the Teamsters. 
The agreement is satisfactory to us,“ 
said President Albert Young of the National 
Teamsters’ union. ‘The packers recog- 
nized our organisation in signing the agree- 
ment, and we were granted nearly every- 
thing we asked. I am glad peace was re- 
stored and think in future we will have no 
trouble in the Stock-Yards. The teamsers

The mine is non-productive and filled with 
water, but Balliet put the stock on the mar- 
ket and advertised it so well that money 
began # pour into his pockets from all parts 
of the country, 
Calls Himself a Cecil Rhodes. 

Then Balliet bought the Baker City Herald, 
a daily newspaper, and used its colymns to 
boom the White Swan mine. | 

Balliet’s undertaking was declared to be 
one of the most stupendous ever known, and 
fitted him to be classed with Cecil Rhodes. 
Barney Barnato, Senator Clark, and the other 
great mining and gold kings. . 
the trial just closed shows that during the 
last few mionths Balliet had taken in about 
$250,000 in the sale of White Swan gold mine 
stock. The government showed that he had 
spent only $15,000 In acquiring control of the 
mine and in improving It. 

Of $200,000 no accounting could be secured.

Balliet lived at a rapid pace, spending hun- 
dreds of dollars a day. | : 


Unable to Find $150,000. 


Balliet advertised himself extensively in 
both the San Francisco and Eastern papers 
id enormous sums for this advertis- 
ng. 
for there is at least $150,000 which no one 
knows how it has been used. The govern- 
ment says ‘ riotous living and Balliet did 
not attempt to disprove the charges. 


Will Appeal the Case. 


Sentence on Balliet will not be pronounced 
at present. His attorneys, Charles Bishop 
of Des Moines and Emmert Callahan of 
Baker City, Ore., gave notice at once of a 
motion for a new trial. They have until 
June 26 to file this motion. It will be passed 
upon some time during July or early in Au- 
gust. If refused. sentence will then be pro- 
nounced, and if the detense sees fit an ap- 
peal will then be taken f6 the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at St. Louis. 

His attorneys will not state what will be 
their action pending the decision of the 
court on the motion for a new trial. Ballet 
will be at large under bonds. 

Jury Asks for Instructions. 

Before reaching a verdict the jury came 
back for additional instructions by the court. 
They asked to know if the subsequent ac- 
tions of Balliet since the indictment could 
be considered in arriving at his intentions. 
The court ruled that it could. The jury 
then retired and came in again in a few 
moments. Balliet was pale when he came 
into the courtroom to hear the verdict, but 
did not evince great feeling when the ver- 
dict was announced. Judge Balliet, father 
of the defendant, appeared to be laboring 
under much suppressed feeling, and gave 
evidence of the great strain he has endured 
during the trial. 

It‘is expected that the government will now 
proceed to investigate numerous other com- 
panies operating under similar plans.

President Roosevelt’s decision was sent to 
Governor Heard of Louisiana in the form of 
a letter written by Secretary of State Hay. 
This letter, together with a copy of the re- 
port made by Colonel E. H. Crowder, was 
transmitted to Congress today. | 


Colonel Crowder’s Report. 

Colonel Crowder’s report is an elaborate 
presentation of the conditions existing at 
Chalmette. He sums up his findings of fact 
under six heads, which are substantially as 
follows: | 

1. The British remount commission, offi- 
cers of which are operating and directing | 
purchases and shipments of supplies in the 
United States, is a bureau of the English 
army administration. 

“2 As organized by these officers Chal- 
mette station ig a governmental shipping 
agency for but one class of military supplies, 
and it has not the character of a base of mili- 
ary supplies nor that of a military camp or 


“8. No attempts to recrult to the British 
army have been made at Chalmette station, 
nor does the evidence disclose any such at- 
tempts at other points in the United States. 
A few muleteers were recruited, but this was 
against the orders of the British government. 

4. All shipments have been from the port 
of New Orleans to south African ports, upon 
vessels chartered by the British Admiralty, 
under ordinary commercial charters. 


Extent of the Shipments. _ 

“3. The transactions of the commission | 
aggregate $17,989,850 from October, 1899, to 
March, 1902, with an average monthly value 
of $597,978. The total shipments are given 
at 08,687 horses and 75,108 mules, sixty-five 
different vessels being engaged in the trade, 
making 166 voyages. 

6. All supplies have been for the. use of 
the English army in south Africa, the trade 
having no existence prior to the war.“ 

Colonel Crowder that the port of New 
Orleans was extensively used in 1898-7 to 
supply the Spanish army, then engaged in 
prosecuting hostilities in Cuba. 

Hay’s Letter. 

In his letter to thé Governor of Louisiana 
Secretary of State.Hay stated that the 
serious point in the charges submitted by 
Mr. Pearson and by the Boer Legislative 
committee of Philadelphia was that the 
British authorities had enlistéd men in this 
country for service in south Africa. The 
government made particular efforts to find 
out if there was any basis for this charge, 
but Mr. Hay says that Colonel Crowder’s 
report shows that not a single instance could 
be discovered by him. Moreover, the At- 
torney General on May 12 requested’ the 
Boer Legislative committee for evidence 
which would substantiate this charge, but 
received no information from them on this 
point. Mr. Hay says that this charge must 
be considered not only as unproved but as 
having been made without the slightest 
pretense of justification or proof. 

: Outlines the Fact. 

Continuing, he says: “What has been 
found is that certain officers of the British 
army, acting in the capacity of purchasing. 
agents and inspectors, have been engaged 
in the work of buying, collecting, and in- 
specting horses and mules at different places 
in the United States and shipping them from 
Chalmette to south Africa. There have been 
thirteen of these officers. The British gov- 
ernment some time since ordered the recall 
of all of them. The men employed under 
them have all been Americans. The ship- 
ments of mules and horses have been con- 
tinuous month after month since the out- 
break of the war. The vessels in which they 
were shipped were of private ownership, and 
not under the control of the British govern- 
ment, and have not the character of mili- 
tary or naval transports. 

“Chalmette was not a military camp or 
post, nor a base of military supplies, as the 
terms are defined by standard military au- 
thorities, nor in any sense save such as would 
make a flouring mill or a packing-house a 
base of military supplies if flour or canned 
meat were shipped from either through a 
series of months to any belligerent power. 
Chalmette was simply a shipping station for 
the loading and shipping of mules. 

‘* Physically, the station consisted of half 
of a set of buildings, which did not differ 
from the other half of the same set, which 
was not hired by the British authorities, the 
buildings of this unhired half being continued 
in their former use. 

Quotes Law in the Case. 

Mr. Hay next addresses himself to the law 
in the matter and says our duty has been laid 
down again and again. He quotes from the 
declaration of Thomas Jefferson, when Sec- 
retary of State at the time of hostilities 

“Our citizéns have always been free to 
make, vend, and export arms. To suppress 
their callings because a war exists in for- 
eign and distant countries in which we have 
no concern hardly would be expected.“ 

Similar declarations by Alexander Hamll- 
ton, President Pierce, Chief Justice Chase, 
and President Grant are cited. 

As for the treaty of Washington,“ Mr. 
Hay says, those who allege that it has any 
bearing upon the present stiuation have not 
taken the trouble to read the published dis- 
patches of Secretary Fish on behalf of Pres- 
ident Grant to Minister Schenck at London 
at the time of the ratification of the treaty.” . 
The dispatch of June 10, 1871, states that 
„the President understands and insists that 
the second rule of article 6 does not prevent 
the open sale of arms or other military sup- 
plies, etc.” 

Boer Claim Not Established. _ 

In conclusion Mr. Hay says: The Presi- 
dent regards it as evident, in view of the 
quotations given above, that what was asked 
for by Mr. Pearson was the reversal of the 
consistent policy of the United States since 
the formation of our government. The right 
of our citizens to sell horses and mules and 
to ship them from New Orleans to any other 
port is as undoubted as their right to ship 
fiour and meat, whether for the use of civil- 
ians or soldiers of the country of either bel- 
ligerent. There is no shadow of excuse for 
the claim that there has been any violation 
of the duties and obligations of neutrality 
on the part of this nation.“

route. 

He maintained that the cost of the Nica- 
rague canal would be immensely greater in 
point of construction and operation than the 
Panama canal and said he was prepared to 
demonstrate that the Nicaragua canal could 
not be operated at night. Mr. Hanna said 
that, in respects, the same conditions

applied to both the Nicaragua and Panama 


Defends the Spooner Substitute 


Discussing the Spooner substitute he de- 


nied emphatically that it was a subterfuge 
intended to delay and procrastinate. He ex- 
plained that if the President were not satis- 
fied with the Panama Canal company’s title 
he could proceed to build the canal by the 
Nicaragua route, provided that all 
conditions and concessions were satis- 
factory. ‘It is understood, of course, that 
the United States did not propose to go ahead 


with the canal project except with a clean 


sheet. By either route he believed the canal 
would be a power for the peace of the world, 
and he had no fear of any interference with 
the United States or any of its citizens en- 
gaged in the canal construction by any for- 
eign power. ‘ : 

Mitchell for Nicaragua Route. 

Mr. Hanna, after speaking an hour and a 
quarter, pleaded fatigue, and, saying he 
would continue tomorrow, yielded the floor 
to Mr. Mitchell of Oregon another member 
of the Interoceanic Canal committee. 

The Oregon Senator declared that the con- 
struction of the canal was demanded by the 
American people in a tone that could not be 
misunderstood. He asserted that unless the 
Hepburn bill, which provides for a canal by 
the Nicaragua route, were accepted it would 
mean the indefinite postponement of any 
canal legislation and the possible defeat of 
the canal project. He maintained that the 
Nicaragua route was absolutely feasibie and 
practicable, while the Panama route involved 
difficulties which were scarcely to be sur- 
mounted.

Let me at that man,“ Dickey cried, as he

Dickey no more than had been ejected 
when Mrs. Frank Love, the dead girl's 


jumped to her feet. 

“I want to avenge my daughter’s death, 
too,“ she exclaimed, excitedly.

Then the town site 
was raised in the water and the houses 
built. Artesian wells supply the drinking 
water, and the big electric plant of the mills 
furnishes illumination for the streets and 
the houses. 

The company also owns the stores, and the 
welfare of the people is looked after in a 
variety of ways. A police system is main- 
‘tained, but there is no local town govern- 
ment. It is simply regarded as a thickly 
settled portion of the parish, and the regu- 
lar officials take care of its political life. 

Nothing is wasted in Ruddock. The logs 
are cut in the swamps and hauled through 
the morass by steel cables propelled by en- 
gines on the railroad which runs through 
the property. In the mills the logs are cut 
inte boards, and those parts which are not 
fit for straight lumber are worked into shin- 
gies. The odd ends are cut into lath. The 
waste is fed into hoppers, where it is ground 
into shavings, which feed the boilers. The 
siwdust is used for filling in the swamp for 
the extension of the railroad tracks.

| Ruddock is simply the adoption of 
Northern methods in a Southern institu- 
tion, said Mr. Ruddock. ‘‘ The population 
of the town is nfixed, whites predominating, 
and they are well cared for.

Assur- 
ances were given to the Council Committee 
on Track Etevation by A. W. Pulver that the 
railway company will begin work as soon as 
the ordinance, which has been pending for 
several months, becomes a law. The Penn- 
sylvania company, whose Pan-Handle line 
parallels the Northwestern, and is covered 
by the same ordinance, has not agreed to 
elevate, though the matter has been hanging 
fire for nearly three years. 

The Pan-Handle tracks are so close to 
those of the Northwestern that the city pro- 
posed the elevation of both at the same time. 
Now that the Northwestern is willing to go 
ahead with its part of the work, the Mayor, 
the Track Elevation committee, and every- 


body else directly concerned in the matter 


have decided not to wait for the Pan-Handie. 
It was declared at the committee meeting 
yesterday that the Pan-Handle could be 
made to come to terms later on. Re

A DESIRABLE ORDINANCE. 
Next Monday night there will be brought 
betore the City Council, as a special order, 
an ordimance “ creating a department for 
the inspection of steam boilers and steam 
plants.“ It ie a good ordinance. It ought 
to be passed. . | 

In the first place, it gives large scope to 
the merit system. The new department 
“for the inspection of steam. boilers and 
steam plants will consist of three persons. 
The chairman will be the Chief Inspector 
of Steam Boilers and Steam Plants. He 
will be appointed by the Mayor. In his 
case, therefore, politics still counts. In the 
case-of the other two members, however, 
politics does not count at all. The first of 
these other two is given a title which will 
tend to increase the size of business cards. 
He is the Supervising Mechanical Engineer 
and Chief Deputy Inspector of Steam Boil- 

ers and Steam Plants. The second man 
is not quite so much overloaded. He is 
simply Chief Smoke Inspector. In both in- 
stances appointment will be made by the 
head of the department “from an eligible 
list prepared in accordance with the civil 
service act and the rules of the Civil Serv- 

ice commission.” This is satisfactory, 
There is perhaps little real reason why the 
Ohiet Inspector of Steam Boilers and Steam 
Plante himself should not be brought in 
under the civil service yoke, but it could 
hardly be expected that such a thing should 
happen. The head of the department must 
for the present remain part of the political 
system. The majority of the board, how- 
ever, will be civil service men, even if the 
head je not, and one need hardiy fear that 
the actions of the beard will be dictated 
by political motives. 

There is anotber reason why the ordinance 
should be passed. It provides for a more 
thorough inspection of boilers and boiler- 
rooms. At present a man builds almost any 
kind of boiler and is then obliged to work 
it under pressure im order to get all the 
beat or power he wants. The results are 
two, There is a danger of explosion and 
there is a certainty of Smoke. If the boil- 
ere are of the proper kind—and here “ boil-

GOLD STANDARD IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
One important amendment which is likely 
to be made to the Senate Philippine bill by 
the House relates to the money to be coined 
by the insular government. The Senate 
committee rejected the plan recommended 
by the Philippine commission and substi- 
tuted a provision for the coinage in Manila 
of a silver dollar of the same weight and 
fineness as that coined in Mexico and in gen- 
eral circulation in the Philippines and along 
the Chinese coast. The commission had 
recommended that the government of the is- 
lands be empowered to coin a silver peso to 
be kept at the value of 50 cents in American 
gold by the guarantee of the government. 
This would give the islands a stable cur- 
rency. Senators have objected to the 
United States’ undertaking to guarantee the 
value of token specie in the Philippines 
amounting to $40,000,000 or $50,000,000. 
They have pointed out that the currency of 
Chima and the Straits Settlements is silver, 
and that the English government coins at 
Bombay for circulation in Singapore and 
Hongkong a dollar of the same value as the 
Mexican dollar. Substantially they have 
‘repeated the arguments of the heads of the 
great British banks, which control the 
money market of the far East. If the Sen- 
ate bill is not amended in accordance with 
the recommendations of the Philippine com- 
mission it looks as if the English bankers 
will profit at the expense of the American 
investor and merchant in the Philippines. 
The Hongkong and Shanghai Bank and 


| the Ohartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China have branches in every 


important 
port from Yokohama to Calcutta. They 
have branches in Manila and Iloilo, and 
practically monopolize the banking business 
of the Philippines. The greater part of their 
profits is made from the exorbitant rate of | 
exchange which they charge for the trans- 
mission of money or credits from the silver 
countries of the Dast to the gold countries 
of the West. That rate they avowedly fix, 
not at a fair value but at the highest point 
which the necessities of the traders will 
warrant. Before the Philippine commission 
they advised the continuance in the Philip- 
pines of the standard which has been the 


officially, they have expressed the opposite 
opinion. In the first place, the establish- 
ment of the gold standard in Manila will 
enable the banks there to fix the rate of ex- 
change in accordance with the business done 
with the United States and not under the 
orders ‘of the masters of the Chinese silver 
market. Recently the rate in Manila for 
exchange on London was noticeably higher 
than the combined rate between Hongkong 
and London and Hongkong and Manila. 
‘The head of the Hongkong Bank explained 
that Manila would stand the higher rate, al- 
though the business had to be done through 
Hongkong and cost the bank no more. 

The House bill proposes to give the islands 
a currency sufficiently like the Mexican cur- 
rency in form to be acceptable to the ignor- 
ant people of the archipelago, but stable 
enough to reduce the rate of exchange and 
to insure the hemp buyer im the United 
States that he will not have to pay for the. 
fluctuations in silver which may take place 
while his order is on its way to Manila. 
There is no natural commercial union be- 
tween China and the Philippines. The mar- 
kets for the products of the islands are in 
Europe and the United States, and their im- 
ports are from those markets. Unless the 
advocates of the Senate plan can show bet- 
ter reasons for the establishment of a silver 
currency by the United States the commis- 


sion’s plan should be adopted. | 


MARK TWAIN’S DEGREE. 
Good fortune has knocked at Mark 
Twain’s door quite often of late. By wisely 
intrusting his earnings to a well-known 
financier he has had them invested in such 
manner as to bring hint the largest possible 
profits and year after year the increment 
has grown so that he has paid up all his 
debts like a gentleman and has secured a 
comfortable home and sufficient surplus to 
live at ease during the rest of his life. Hav- 
ing that hankering to see the old home- 
stead which comes to all good, gray-haired 
persons, humorists not excepted, he has 
been down to Hannibal, the Missouri town 
in which he was reared. He has revisited 
the scenes of his boyhood, hobnobbed with 
old friends who knew him when he wasn’t 
enough of a pilot to count, hae met and had 
a genial time with his first flame—all Han- 
nibal would dearly like to know why they 
separated—and has had hospitality until it 
was well-nigh embarrassing. 1 
Not content with all these demonstra- 
tions of affection, the Missouri State Uni- 
versity, eager to show its appreciation for 
this “ favorite son,” presents him with ‘a 
degree, and now plain Mark Twain is 
Samuel ‘Clemens, LL. D. The same ques- 
tion must now arise in every one’s mind 
that agitated the friends of the man who had 
the elephant given to him. “What will 
he do with it?“ Was the university in 
earnest or was it intended as a joke by the 
authorities when they made him a Doctor of 
It is altogether likely the authorities of 
the university could think of no other way 
in which to express their approval of him 
and show him honor. But now what will 
Mark Twain do with the degree to save 
himself from being another Dr. Pangloss? 
Can a man with that ponderous LL. D. 
hitched to his name again weep at the grave 
of Adam, or tell of the fruitless efforts of 
shot-laden frogs to jump, or disport him- 
self at King Arthur’s round table, or grave- 
ly fool unsuspecting persons with a picture 
of “the lonely cesophagus floating lazily in 
the empyrean ? A doctor of laws of neces- 
sity should be, and generally is, a grave 
and reverend signior whose last inclina- 
tion would be to play pranks upon public 
susceptibility, much less tickle public risi- 
bility.® Therefore, what will he do with it? 
No one will believe the crue! remark of 
his early Hannibal flame that it will be 
necessary to put a hoop around Dr. Clemens’ 
head to keep it from swelling. Mark has 
always been both meek and modest except 
upon the subjects of missionaries and the 
Philippines, and we do not believe that 
even such a portentous and formidable dig- 
nity as an LL.

If the teamsters had 
not yielded on this point and the street 
demonstrations had continued, the riots 
would have been suppressed at any ¢ost 
and the strikers would have got nothing. 
It is unfortunate that an understanding 
weould not have been arrived at without the 
riotous preliminaries which gave the hood- 
lums an opportunity to make trouble for 
the police. But when there is a differ- 
ence of opinion between men like the 
‘packers, who are not meek and lowly, and 
their employés, who are not angels, it ean- 
not be expected that they will settle their 
difficulties promptly and peacefully. “ We 
must have bloody noses and crack'd 
crowns” before an agreement is arrived 
at. On this occasion both parties have 
had all the fighting they care for and wel- 
come peace gladly.

-Pictyre Given Free with o- 


hne beautiful picture of a Jewish maiden 
of Mount-Olvet, given with Tun TRIBUNE 
today, is a study of one of the modern in- 
‘habitants of Palestine, which, after the vi- 
elssitudes of nearly twenty centuries, finds 
within ite walls an ever-increasing group of 
that great people whose history has marked 
every hill and plain of that sacred territory. 
Mount Olivet is the famous and venerated 
Mount of Olives (Jebel et Tur—mountof the 
rock), an eminence directly on the, east of 
Jerusalem, from which it is separated by the 
deep valley of Jehoshaphat, It is 2,700 feet 
above sea level and 100 above Jerusalem, 
forming a ridge of three hills. South is the 
Mount of Offense, where Solomon instituted 
‘pagan worship for his concubines; north is 
the place where. Titus encamped when be~ 
sieging the city. At the foot of Mount Olivet 
is the Garden of Gethsemane, near a bridge: 
‘over the brook Kedron. On the sides of the 
mount are patches of bare rock and between 


any on the east slope lived Lazarus, Martha,’ 
and Mary. 

From ‘Mount Olivet. Christ made his tri- 
umphant entry into Jerusalem, and there 
he spent the nights between his entry and 
his passion; to it he went on the night of his 
betrayal; from its summit the ascensiqn.oc- 
curred. Every foot of its ground 
some historic fact of interest to the Ohris- 
tlan. | 
Palestine is now inhabited by Mohamme- 
dan Turks and Arabs, Christians, Jews, and 
people of every nationality.. It is under the 
rule of the Turk, who has held dominion: 
since the sixteenth century, having wrested 
control from the 1 Sultans, they 
having held Syria si the twelfth century, 
when the victorious Crusaders were over- 
come by the Saracens and Jerusalem was 
ruled from Egypt as it had been before the 
crusades since 696, when it was taken ) 
Rome by Moslem fanatics under the inspira- 
tion of Mahdmet. | 

The persecution of foreigners by the Turks 
rendered residence in Jerusalem impossible, | 
and Christian and Jew. alike deserted the 
ancient city until, by the twelfth century,’ 
not over 200 Jews remained in Jerusalem. 
But with the settlement of Europe and under 
the inſſuence of European states they re-, 
turned, and now many thousands occupy the 
Jewish quarter. Others are coming in all 
the time, aided by the charity of their Amer- 
ican and European brethrem They carry on 
their ancient rites in their own churches, in- 
dependent of Modem or Christian. Schools 
have been established by Baron Rothschild 
and Sir Moses Montefiore, and are universal- 
ly,attended. The Jews there are said to be 
particularly careful not to allow their chil- 
dren to associate with either Christian or 
Moslem, or be away from home or even play 
in the streets, for fear of being influenced 
by other religions. Jewish children are con- 
fined at home in the Jewish quarter when 
not at the schools, which/ open early in the 
morning and close at sunsst. . 

A house on Mount Olivet is usually bulit 
with stable and kitchen on the ground floor 
and a vaulted room above with a broad win- 
dow in a deep recess for a sitting-room; steps 
lead to the roof, which forms a terrace pro- 
tected by a low wall. f

Northwestern Military Academy Stu- 
dents Routed Out of Bed by Mysteri- 


ous Blaze That oan $10,000 Loss. 
The closing of school at Worthswestern Mil- 
itary Academy, Highland Park, was marked 
by a $10,000 fire, and the cadets who, during 
the year have daily drilled for fighting fires, 
were routed out of bed to subdue the flames, 
which ultimately destroyed their big mess 
hall, a brick building which stood just back 
of the main structure | 
The last person left the hall at 10:30 o’clock 
on Wednesday night, and at 12 o’clock the 
fire was discovered by one ot the students. 
He sounded the alarm and a fire call soon 
brought the seventy-five cadets tumbling out 
of bed. The flames had gained good head- 
‘way, however, and the military fire depart- 
ment devoted: its energies to protecting the 
surrounding buildings. The origin of the 
blaze is a mystery. The mess hall was also 
used as a power-house, and was two stories 
in height. The loss is partly covered by fn- 
‘surance. 

The school is now holding its commence- 
‘ment exercises, and the destruction of the 
mess hall has caused the abandonment of 
the annual alumni banquet, which was to be 


held this evening. The hall will be rebuilt 


upon a larger scale; and, besides providing

Canadian transcontinental line. He has now 
in operation 1,500 miles of road and is adding 
to the system at the rate of 500 miles each 
summer. 9 

The Cox-Mackensie people have! expended 
about $14,000,000. They have sold their 
bonds mostly in England, which is one of the 
reasons given that so little has been heard 
of the Canadian Northern in the United 
States. 

The Mackenzie interests influenced the 
Province of Manitoba to purchase the North- 
ern Pacific lines in that province. The lines 
were sold for $6,000,000, the management 
thinking it could build new lines into the 
territory for considerably less money. Upon 
the completion of this deal the Canadian 
Northern leased the properties for fifty years 
from the Province of Manitoba, and’ when 
later the Northern Pacific made application 
for the building of new lines into the prov- 
ince the government refused to grant such 
application on the ground that it could not 
authorize the building of lines which would 
compete with the government roads.
